HISTORICAL  NOTF-:  BY  THE  PRESIDENT 


JHE  visualising  of  the  Society's  first  half  century  of  work  by 
means  of  this  retrospective  collection  may  p>erhaps  be  helped 
out  somewhat  by  a  few  notes  presenting  a  slight  sketch  of  an 
historical  character  It  will  be  of  interest  to  note  that 
previous  to  the  time  when  the  Ontario  Society  of  Artists 
came  upon  the  scene,  the  first  exhibition  of  the  first  Artists' 
Society  in  Toronto  was  held  in  1834  in  the  old  Parliament  Buildings 
under  the  patronage  of  Sir  John  Colbome,  Lieut. -Governor  of  Upper 
Canada,  and  of  the  Hon.  and  Ven.  John  Strachan.  D.D..  Archdeacon 
of  York.  Among  the  names  of  artists  associated  with  that  exhibition 
the  most  notable,  F>erhaps.  is  that  of  John  G.  Howard  who  later  presented 
his  estate  to  the  city  for  a  public  park,  now  known  as  Howard  Park  or 
High  Park.  He  was  a  prominent  architect  of  the  time  and  Drawing  Master 
in  Upper  Canada  College. 

After  a  lapse  of  thirteen  years — in  1847 — the  next  Art  Society.  The 
Toronto  Society  of  Arts,  held  an  exhibition  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Elarl  of  Elgin,  Governor-General  of  British  North  America.  Altogether, 
this  Society  held  three  exhibitions  during  1847  and  1848.  Among  the 
contributions  were  architectural  drawings  by  J.  G.  Howard  and  by  W.  G. 
Storm,  whose  name  is  cissociated  with  some  of  the  finest  architectural 
features  of  Toronto — among  others  the  University  Main  Building.  St. 
James'  Cathedral  auid  Osgoode  Hall.  Among  painters  represented,  whose 
names  and  achievement  are  still  remembered  are:  G.  T.  Berthon  C.  Kreig- 
hoff,  Paul  Kane.  W.  N.  Creswell,  Daniel  Fowler,  T.  Mower  Martin.  M.  Mat- 
thews and  F.  A.  Vemer. 

It  was  not  until  1872,  however,  that  the  first  Society  of  any  perma- 
nence came  into  being.  This  was  the  Ontario  Society  of  Artists — the 
Society  that  is  now  approaching  the  completion  of  the  first  half-century 
of  its  existence,  and  a  selection  of  whose  work  during  the  greater  part, 
and  especially  the  earlier  part  of  that  period,  makes  up  the  present 
collection. 

The  first  meeting  for  the  formation  of  this  Society  was  held  in  the 
residence  of  John  A.  Eraser,  June  25th,  1872.  Among  the  members  listed 
during  that  first  year  are  John  A.  Eraser,  C.  S.  Millard,  Marmaduke 
Matthews.  T.  Mower  Martin.  James  Hoch,  J.  W.  Bridgman.  Robert  F. 
Gagen,  John  Colin  Forbes.  F.  M.  Bell-Smith,  Henry  Martin,  Daniel 
Fowler,  Robert  Whale.  Richard  Baigent,  Jas.  A.  Smith,  W.  G.  Storm, 
John  G.  Howard  and  F.  A.  Verner.  Of  these,  R.  F.  Gagen.  F.  M.  Bell- 
Smith,  T.  M.  Martin,  F.  A.  Verner  and  J  C.  Forbes  are  still  living,  and 
Messrs.  Gagen  and  Bell-Smith  are  still  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the 
Society. 


Mr.  W.  H.  Howland  was  elected  Honorary  President  and  wsis  succeeded 
about  1880  by  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Allan,  who  held  this  position  until  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  office  and  the  title  in  1893.  This  honorary  presidency 
seems  to  have  been  a  legacy  from  the  Motherland  of  an  earlier  suid  less 
democratic  time  when  the  appointment  of  persons  of  general  distinction 
to  such  offices  was  the  traditional  procedure.  The  duties  of  the  office 
were  to  preside  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  to  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  the 
Art  Union*Committee,  and  apparently  to  lend  moral  and  social,  and  some- 
times material  support,  to  the  young  society.  Both  of  these  men  filled 
the  position  not  only  with  distinction  but  with  practical  effectiveness  and 
seem  to  have  been  of  almost  inestimable  value  to  the  Society  in  helping 
it  through  the  very  trying  years  of  infancy  and  youth.  The  chief  execu- 
tive office  during  this  pieriod  was  that  of  Vice-President.  John  A.  Fraser 
was  the  first  to  hold  this  office  and  the  organization  of  the  Society  seems 
to  have  been  largely  due  to  his  initiative. 


The  Society's  first  exhibition  was  held  in  April,  1873,  at  Notman  and 
Fraser 's  Art  Gallery  on  King  St.  Reference  to  the  reproduction  of  an 
engraving  in  the  illustrated  section  of  to  this  catalogue  will  show  that  the  250 
exhibited  works  occupied  most  of  the  available  space  and  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  4,000  people  visited  that  exhibition. 


The  problem  of  securing  suitable  housing  for  the  exhibitions  was  a 
pressing  one.  A  number  of  the  earlier  exhibitions  were  held  at  14  King 
Street  West,  and  other  places  many  and  various,  and  it  was  not  until 
premises  were  secured  in  the  building  of  the  Academy  of  Music,  now  the 
Princess  Theatre,  that  reasonable  permanency  was  attained.  Here,  from 
the  year  1890  onward  about  twenty  successive  annual  exhibitions  were 
held.  In  1910  the  Gallery  of  the  Art  Museum  of  Toronto  in  the  Public 
Library  Building,  College  Street  was  made  available  and  served  for 
exhibitions  until  the  opening  of  the  present  Gallery  with  a  combined 
R.C.A.  and  O.S.A.  exhibition  in  1918. 


The  Society  was  instituted  for  the  encouragement  and  fostering  of 
original  art  in  this  country.  In  addition  to  the  holding  of  Annual  Elxhi- 
bitions  and  the  Art  Union  connected  therewith,  one  of  its  main  objects 
toward  the  attainment  of  this  end  was  the  founding  of  a  School  of  Art. 
In  1875  a  deputation  from  the  Society  waited  ufxjn  the  Hon.  Adam 
Crooks.Minister  of  E<lucation,  with  the  result  that  a  grant  was  made  and 
a  Council  composed  of  the  Minister  of  Education  and  six  representatives 
of  the  Society  was  formed  for  the  organization  and  direction  of  such  a 
school  which  soon  after  became  an  accomplished  fact,  opening  its  first 
session  in  the  Society's  rooms,  14  King  St.  West  on  October  30th,  1876, 
as  the  Ontario  School  of  Art. 


*The  Art  Union,  which  figured  for  twenty  years  among  the  Society's  activities,  was 
a  kind  of  lottery  scheme  whereby  every  holder  of  a  S5.00  ticket  was  entitled  to  a  print  of 
a  famous  masterpiece,  or  an  original  sketch  in  black-and-white  or  colour,  admission  tickets 
to  the  annual  exhibition  and  a  chance  to  win  a  prize — an  important  picture  in  oil  or  water- 
colour  by  a  member  of  the  Society — at  the  annual  drawing. 


In  1897  and  succeeding  years  the  Society  assisted  in  the  formation, 
by  the  Education  Department,  of  the  considerable  Provincial  Collection 
formerly  exhibited  in  the  Normal  School  Building,  here  and  at  present 
temporarily  distributed  among  the  several  Normal  Schools  throughout 
the  Province. 

Although  the  activities  of  the  Society  are  properly  confined  to  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  its  sphere  of  influence  is  necessarily,  much  wider,  and 
ever  since  the  founding  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Academy  in  1880  by  the 
Marquess  of  Lome  and  H.R M  the  Princess  Louise,  the  Society  has 
united  with  the  Academy  in  working  for  the  furtherance  of  the  art  interests 
of  the  whole  Dominion. 

The  Society  also  has  representation  by  two  of  its  members  in  the 
Canadian  National  Elxhibition  Association  and  for  a  number  of  years 
past  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Society  and  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Academy  have  been  given  the  supervision  of  the  display 
of  the  collection  in  their  Fine  Arts  Gallery,  in  Exhibition  Park. 

1  am  indebted  for  much  of  the  material  for  this  note,  to  Robt.  F. 
Gagen,  a  member  of  the  Society  since  its  first  meeting  and  Secretary  for 
the  last  thirty-three  years. 

In  conclusion,  it  should  be  noted  that  immediately  following  this 
Retrospective  Exhibition  setting  forth  the  past  of  the  Society,  a  repre- 
sentative collection  of  works  of  the  present  day  will  be  presented  in  this 
Gallery  in  the  Society's  Fiftieth  Annual  Elxhibition,  opening  to  the  public 
March  18th  next.
